Jogger's slaying tied to 'lust' 
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Defense cites Ackroyd's rear' 
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MADRAS - Hie trial of I min 
charged with the 1978 falling of i 
jogger at Camp Sherman Begin 
Wednesday with prosecutor* say¬ 
ing John Arthur Ackroyd failed 
because of “sexual violence sexual 
power and awuil lust” 

Jefferson County District At¬ 
torney Bill Hanlon atid in hit 
opening statement that the investi* 

K tion of the death of Rave Jean 
mer of Eugene spanned nearly 
t&years. 

In the six- to eight-week trial, 
Hanlon laid he would present a 
case similar to a jigsaw puzzle, in 
which the combined pieces would 
abed "illumi nation to the picture/" 
"We will prove that the defend¬ 
ant was present and knew where 
and how Kaye Turner was mur¬ 
dered and admitted to killing Kaye 
Turner," Hanlon aaid, “Thu it non* 
fiction. This is a real case." 

Hio ttial continued today, aa 
Jefferson County Circuit Court 
Judge Gary Thompson and jurors 
traveled to the Camp Sherman area 
where Turner was alleged!y abduct* 
ed and killed, 

Ackroyd, 43, and co-defendant 
Roger Dale Bock are each accused 
of two counts of aggravated mur¬ 
der, and will be tried separately. 
The two were indicted in the sum¬ 
mer of 1992, after investigators 
had gathered enough evidence to 
arrest them, 

Ackroyd walked into the court* 
room wearing a light blue shirt 
cowboy boots, jeans and a studded 


black belt with the name “John 11 in 
adver letters, 

Hanlon said Ackroyd incrimi¬ 
nated himself in varying accounts 
of his connection to the case. 

But defca» attorney Duane 
McCabe countered that Ackroyd is 
mentally slow and easily confused, 
which explains his contradictory 
statements to detective*. 

McCabe’s opening statement 
listed just 10 minutes. He raised 
Ackreyd's special education back* 
ground. 

"It** not the kind of thing that 
doesn't allow him to get along in 
the world" McCabe and. But ho 
said his client is "a hula bit alow 
sometimes" and becomes confused 
easily, especially when nervous. 

Turner was e 35-year-old staff 
resources manager for the Lane 
County Office of Community 
Health and Social Services when 
she disappeared on Christmas Eve 
1978 while jogging near the Meto- 
lius River. 

Her body was found on Aug. 12, 
1979, when Ackroyd led oolite to 
an area whore ho said he a found 
bone fragments and what turned 
out to be her jogging shorts. 

Police treated Ackroyd and 
Beck as suspects since early in the 
investigation but did not charge 
them until 15 months ago. 

Ackroyd first acknowledged 
seeing Turner jogging the morning 
of her disappearance, Hanlon said. 
The prosecutor ssid Ackroyd ilso 
commented later "he wished he had 
not been the one to find the 
clothing, because be*d been the last 
one to aw her alive,"

But McCabe vowed he would 
show thnt Ackroyd was pinned 
with the crime due in part to tho 
fact that investigators were desper- 
ate for n au.ipcet. 

'Trom embarrassment and frus' 
tration, authorities decided, *We>u 
going to put it nil on John Ack- 
rovd s shoulders 1 - the very thing 
John Ackroyd was fearful of, 
MeCnbo said. 

McCabe said he would not re¬ 
fute there won? inconsm*notes in 
Ackroyd's statements to authori¬ 
ties in the rr.oruha after Turner's 
disappearance. But* instead of hid-, 
infi fui participation in the murder, 


Ackroyd chnocud his story because 
ho was fearful nc would be bln mod. 
McCabe argued. 

Manion portrayed Turner as a 
"tali, blond, attractive runner” 
whose tragic death coulti not be 
blamed on anyone other them Ack¬ 
royd and Bock, Although Turner 
hod reportedly had two affairs, 
Hanlon said neither the men nor 
Turner’s husband, Noel Turner, 
was suspected in her disappear¬ 
ance. 

Beck, w'hoso trial has not been 
scheduled, is among scores of po¬ 
tential witnesses. The Ackroyd 
lrml will resume next week.
